With the League of Nations imposing econ- 
omic sanctions against Italy, and Italy breath- 
ing threats of war in retaliation, the focus of 
interest now passes to the Mediterranean, the 
work of naval blockades and the likelihood that 
these will lead to a naval war. 

What would be the prob- 
able course and ‘nature of 
such a clash? 

A consideration of the lay- 
out of the Mediterranean 
cockpit helps to clarify mat- 
ters.

You recall, the delicacy of 
the official language while 
the British fleets were mov-

terranean. The fleet move- 

ments were not hostile, but merely of a “pre- 
cautionary character.” 

The Mediterranean is a very long sea. It 


is over 2000 miles in length—nearly as long as 
the Atlantic is wide. While Britain holds both 
ends of this great sea, with a squadron at 
Gibraltar and a fleet based on Cypress at the 
eastern end, Italy is so situated that she can 
divide the Mediterranean for strategic pur- 
poses. Like a long booted leg the Italian Penin- 
sula strikes out in the widest part of the Medi- 
terranean. Wi Sici and Sardinia as out- 
posts, It holds command of a central zone. 
Hence the need for British war-craft to take up 
their positions in the eastern Mediterranean be- 
fore hostilities commence and the zone between 
Sicily and Tunis be rendeted hazardous to 
cross. 

Everything has been done, without question, 
according to long-prepared and frequently re- 
vised plans. Should Britain ever lose control of 
the Mediteranean, Egypt, and the Suez Canal, 
would follow and her empire in India be men- 
aced by whichever aggressive military power 
could control the Mediterranean against her. 


Modern wars are as mahen a war of supplies 
as clashes of armaments. This particularly ap- 
plies naval warfare While warships are 
equipped as great engines of destruction and

After the re- 
serve supplies or oil are exhausted, most of 
Italy's fighting and bombing planes will be 
grounded, just as effectively as if they had been 
brought down by gunfire. 

Tanks, tractors, motorized guns and vehi- 
cles will become useless in the Ethiopia zone, 
unless oil supplies can be maintained. Big 
bombing planes are enormous gas-eaters. With

The remory part of the mind, or the un- 
conscious part, can think only with whatever 
material it has been given through past experi- 
ence. Thus we learn to think of disease as a 
certain thing which we remember under the 
names of apoplexy, fever, tonsillitis, tuberculo- 
sis, etc. In this way, we form the habit of 
classifying diseased states and the more we talk 
about attacks, strokes and so on, the clearer our 
mental picture of these unpleasant conditions 
becomes. 

The sum total of our mental powers depends 
largely upon the kind of word pictures which 
we dwell upon. The common sense thing to do 
is to be careful to choose good words with 
which to direct the processes of the mind into 
wholesome mental talking pictures. Turn away 
from those talking pictures of pain and disease 
and cultivate those words which call to mind 
pictures of health and strength.
